STIMSON SAYS OUTLOOK IS

Reports from Chicago Thursday in- 
dicated 
that Henry A. Wallace 


(above), secretary of agriculture in 
President Roosevelt's cabinet, had 
received the endorsement . of the 
president for his running mate in 
the 1940 presidential campaign. In- 
dications were that Wallace would 
be named by the convention.

The war department, looting to an 
adequate supply of ammunition for 
the army, has contracted for a 
$25,000,000 smokeless powder plant 
which will more than triple the 
nation's existing output. 
Announcement of the contract 


signing yesterday coincided with 
the assertion of Secretary of War 
Stimson that unless compulsory 
military service was Instituted, the 
defense 
outlook would be "very 
dark." 


Congress has voted billions for 


military material, he told prepared- 
ness advocates from 42 states, but 
nothing has been done to supply 
the manpower necessary to use 
that equipment. 
"There is no way by which those 


~i«j> can lie obtained, he declared, 
"except by a selective service act 
somewhat similar to that we had 
23 years ago." 
The contract for the 
powder 


plant, to be located In the Louis- 
ville, Ky., industrial area, was sign- 
ed with the E. I. DuPont De Ne- 
mours and company. The plant will 
be owned by the federal govern- 
ment but will be built and operat- 
ed by DM Pont on a fixed fee basts. 
Under tentative war department 


plans, three other powder plants 
are projected for the Middle West 
with funds either already provided 
by congress or asked In the new 
defense recommendations of near- 
ly $5,000,000,000 submitted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last week.

Never be- 
fore has a major party favored a 
president for a third consecutive 
elective term.

44 boxes outside Corsicana will bo 
held Saturday, July 27, to elect 
delegates to the county convention, 
while the four wards in Corsicana 
will hold the precinct conventions 
at 8 p. m., July 27, Chairman 
Crawford . stated

boxes will have the same number 
of delegates to this convention as 
they were entitled to at the presi- 
dential convention earlier in the 
year. 
Precinct chairmen can call for 


the boxes and election supplies at 
the county clerk's office at any 
time next week beginning Mon- 
day afternoon, July 22, the county 
chairman announced.

Over Interests Of Western Nations

Inauguration of a nationalistic 
government 
with

backing in Tokyo 
means 
that 
Japan finally offs gloves and in- 
tends to usb a strong hand on 
the Western powers In speeding 
up the establishment of hegemony 
over eastern Asia. 


In other words Nippon Is say- 


Ing: 
"We Intend to expand, to 


get ahead with the Chinese war, 
and to control this part of the 
world. Outsiders 
stop 
interfer- 
ence." 


Whether this new form of rule 
means a leaning towards 
Nazi 


Germany and Fascist Italy re- 
mains 
to be seen. Undoubtedly 
Japan's future relations will de- 
pend largely on the outcome of 
the European war.

ever, that the adoption 
of

less a tribute to Messrs. Hitler and 
Mussolini than an effort to get 
speed In carrying out the expan- 
sionist policy. 


Even should England win tho 
war and destroy the axis power, 
she likely would find it exceed- 
ingly difficult to compel a rever- 
sion to the old order of things 
on the Orient, once Japan had 
made changes and 
consolidated 


the ground.

Pre-convention forecasts were carried out Wednesday night when President Franklin D. Roosevelt ac- 
cumulated more than 940 out of 1100 possible votes on the first ballot and his nomination, for a third term 
was made unanimous by acclamation at the Chicago National Democratic Convention. On tho nominating 
rollcall, the president had support from 44 out of 55 delegations at the gathering and his nomination was 
virually .assured from the start. Less than two hundred votes were cast against him. The president Is 
scheduled to address tho convention by radio at 8 o'clock Thursday night, and tho quadrennial meeting is 
expected to be completed at the session of the convention. Numerous precedents were upset by the action 
of the convention and the final session was highlighted by the efforts to name a vice-presidential nominee.

the bulletin boards in Fleet Street 
The people seemed to have with- 
drawn into their homes and their 
churches. I attended service with 
a famous ship-builder, and his only 
comment on the somber news was, 
"As Wellington said, 'It's 
hard 
pounding, gentlemen; hard pound- 
ing'." Within six months that ap- 
parent defeat had turned into vic- 
tory. 


Two months ago, speaking 
to 


world-wide audiences over the air, 
the British King and the American 
President fervently called 
upon 


the people to pray, pledging their 
personal 
participation 
in 
this 
storming of heaven by faith. Their 
great words sobered millions; and 
quickened the peoples faith 
that 


God would Intervene on the side of 
those who champion justice 
and 


righteousness 
and 
freedom 
and 


peace. God's ways are 
not 
our 


ways; and the road may be long 
and hard; but it leads home. 


A Commonplace Experience 
Parallels to Job's, experience, of 


progress through doubt and 
de- 


nials to vindication and satisfac- 
tion, are common in eveyrday life. 
Countless mature Christians 
can 
tell how God has denied their peti- 
tions but answered their needs. To 
our own ignorant prayers must be 
added Infinite wisdom. Many of 
us have had reason to be grateful 
that our misguided 
supplications 
were disregarded by heaven. God 
has "been kinder to us than all 
our fears." In ways unpredictable 
to our human 
Ignorance, 
the 
Father in Heaven has given the 
answer we would have asked had 
we known how to pray 
aright. 
Past experiences thus buttress our 
present faith.

In his ordeal, Job passed from a 


theoretical to a practical faith. At 
first, his had been a hearsay God. 
His formal, traditional trust 
had 
changed In a personal experience. 


"I had heard of Thee by the 
hearing of the ear, 


But now my eye seeth Thee." 
And in that vision Job learned 


to despise himself—his littleness, 
his repining, his reproaches. There 
is nothing that shrinks a man to 
his true measure like doing first- 
hand business with the Almighty. 
A real experience of the God who 
Is not far from any of us is the 
best illumination. Religion got out 
of a book has its high uses, but 
only as an introduction to a spirit- 
ual transaction in person. 
As To Those Friends 
Like a popular motion picture, 


the Book of Job has a happy end- 
ing. Even the discomfiture of Job's 
friends satisfies the reader's sense 
of justice, They were severely re- 
buked by the Lord, "for ye have 
not spoken of Me the thing that 
Is right, as my servant Job hath." 
The long-suffering One tempered 
His Indignation by saying, "My 
servant Job shall pray for you, for 
him will I accept, that I deal not 
with you after your folly." 


Significantly, as the climax of 
this great book, we have the rec- 
ord, "And Jehovah turned the cap- 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for 
his friends: and Jehovah gave Job 
twice as much as he had before." 
Somehow, the beams of this exper- 
ience shine forward to the exper- 
ience of One who prayed for His 
unworthy friends, 
who, having 


loved His own, loved them to the 
end. 
There was nobility in the 


visit of Job's friends who visited 
him In his affliction, oven If their 
counsel was wrong; and there was 
greater, Chrlstllke nobility in the 
prayer of Job, who had suffered 
much at the tongues of these com- 
panions. He was worthy of friend- 
ship. 


In the long run, Job was vindi- 
cated and restored, in a consum- 
mation beyond the wildest dreams 
of his days of 
suffering. Faith 


had triumphed over fear. Our les- 
son Is summed up In the familiar 
lines of Sidney Lanler:—

Behold I will build me a nest on 
the greatness of God:

Along In 1930 the civilian policy 
of appeasement In China wasn't 
paying very big dividends. Things 
were going badly with Japan* 
interests in Mnachuria. So In Sep- 
tember of 1931 the army found 
an opportunity to strike in Man- 
churia, which is to say, against 
the civilian government at home 
This opened the current phase 


of Japanese history. 
The entire 
Chinese conquest has been one of 
military adventuring. 
The costs 
have been huge and there have 
been periods of vigorous civilian 
outcry but, while governments 
have changed, the military has 
continued to wield the power be- 
hind the scenes. 


Now the army feels that the 
time has arrived to strike hard 
and fast.

However, let 
us have a few rules today which 
may uncover some point you have 
been neglecting. We might be- 
gin with table manners. There are 
certain regulations governing good 
table eitquette which must be ob- 
served—if not, one Is put down 
as uncultured and uneducated. 


1.—Sit up straight at the table. 
Don't hunch over your plate. 


2.—Convey your food 
to 
your 


mouth with your fork or spoon' 
as the case may he. Don't loan 
over, resting the arm on the table 
so that the mouth can come to 
the fork without lifting the arm 
off the table. It Is never neces- 
sary to reit the arm on the 'table. 


3.—When eating with just a fork 


or spoon—without the need of a 
knife—lot the left hand rest in 
the lap—It need not be on the 
table. 


4.—Never eat 
asparagus 
with 


the fingers. Use a fork to cut It 
and use the fork to eat It, too. 


8.—Don't butter a whole piece 


of bread at one time, and then 
take a bite out of It. The correct 
thing to do Is to break off a small 
piece—just big enough for one bite 
—butter It, and then place It In 
the mouth. 


6.—Don't crook your little fin- 
ger when drinking from a glass 
or a cup. This is a mistaken idea 
of 'elegance.' The fingers should 
curve in naturally in line 
with 


each other. 


7—When eating soup, use the 


side of the spoon. Never turn the 
spoon so that it goes into 
the 


. mouth from the end. Bring It up 
I parallel with tho body, and 
eat 


from the side. And when taking a 
spoonful of soup, let the 
spoon 
go into the bowl away from you— 
so that the back of the spoon faces 
you. 
Then bring it out at the far 


side of the soup bowl, 


8.—It is permissible to use a knife 


to cut such salads as head lettuce, 
or any salad that might be diffi- 
cult to cut with a fork. As a gen- 
eral rule, however, try to use only 
your fork when eating salad. 


9.—Be careful how 
you 
hold 


your knife and fork when cutting 
meat. 
Don't grasp them too far 


down towards the plate, Some peo- 
ple prefer to change the fork from 
the left hand to the right hand, 
and convey the meat to the mouth 
with the right and; but it Is now 
correct to use the left hand for 
both the cutting and carrying pur- 
poses. 


10.—Use your napkin gracefully. 


Just press It to the mouth—don't 
rub.

CHURCHILL OFFERS 
AID IN ESTABLISHING

LONDON, July 18.—<#>—Prime 
Minister Churchill today 
offered 


in effect British "collaboration" 
for compromise settlement of thq 
Japanese-Chinese war. 


He made it clear that the alma 


of oach belligerent must be at- 
tained "by a process of peace 
and conciliation and not by wat 
or threat of war."

In answer to questions in the 


House of Commons, he declared 
that Britain had no desire to im- 
pose a peace on China. 
To a request for full dress "de- 


bate on Far Eastern questions he 
replied that it might be arranged 
after next week, 
. He offered "our collaboration 
and our contribution" to the at- 
tainment of aims of both China 
and Japan. 


The prime minister 
defended 


Great Britain's accord with Japan 
closing the Burma road, assert- 
in p that Britain must be moved 
"by the dominant fact that we 
are engaged in a life and death 
struggle." 


Great Britain is not unmindful 


of her obligations to China, he 
told the House of Commons but 
she must, In view of her present 
struggle have regard 
for 
the 


present world situation. 


The primo minister made the 


first formal British disclosure of 
the accord which provides 
not 
only for closing the Burma road 
but also accedes to Japan's re- 


quest to stop war materials and 
"certain other goods" from reach- 
ing .China via Hongkong, British' 
Crown colony.

Churchill 
told 
Commons the 


exodus of children to the Domin- 
ions and the United States was 
most undesirable and that he did 
not believe the military situation 
required It.
